On October 13, 2011, the Executive Force Review Committee consisting of 
Commander Joseph Hartshorne, Commander Daryl Evans, and Commander 
Thomas Martin met and reviewed the above case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated were: MPP 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of 
Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards. 


FINDINGS: 

The Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Angel Rodriguez was 
reasonable, necessary, and in compliance with Department Policy. The 
Committee also determined that the tactics used by Deputy Rodriguez were 
sound and reasonable. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The Committee recommended that the unit commander brief the tactical issues of 
this incident with all unit personnel.

Sergeants David Bly and Sonja Bracken of Internal Affairs Bureau responded with 
Lieutenant MN o 9615 Date Street in the City of Fontana to investigate a 
deputy-involved, non-hit shooting. Investigators learned the following: 


On March 1, 2011, at approximately 1258 hours, Deputy Rodriguez fired his weapon once 
in the defense of a kidnaping and assault victim, when he believed the suspect was going 
to either execute or cause the victim great bodily injury. 


Major Crimes Detectives, Surveillance Team-1, received a request from Homicide Bureau 
to assist them in locating Suspect Tommy Salas who was possibly involved in a murder 
that occurred on February 28, 2011, in the City of Norwalk. Major Crimes Detectives 

ived information that Suspect Salas was possibly o the City of 
a Detectives also knew that the firearm used in the murder was still outstanding. 


A few minutes prior to the shooting, they saw a male, matching the suspect's description, 
leave the Date Street location with an unknown female (the suspe cr o ukaa 
. Both the suspect and the female entered a white Dodge Avenger. Ms. 
was the driver and the suspect was the front passenger. 


Detectives advised assisting units that Suspect Salas ard Ms- Biere driving away 
from the location. As the vehicle traveled southbound on Citrus Avenue from San 
Bernardino Avenue, detectives were able to confirm the passenger's identity as Suspect 
Salas. 


Deputies Ange! Rodriguez (driver) and BEE engo) were in a marked 
black and white patrol car and were requested to conduct a felony traffic stop on the 
vehicle. The suspect’s vehicle yielded on southbound Citrus Avenue south of Valley 


Boulevard. Detectives MM) Nuques, Ponce and Forcier along with Lieutenant 
Wegener assisted with the felony traffic stop. 


It appeared that Ms. Mas complying with deputies orders while the suspect began 
to struggle with her. Deputy Rodriguez gave the occupants of the vehicle commands and 
saw the suspect climbing into the driver's seat while simultaneously holding his right hand 
up to the female’s head. Deputy Redriguez saw an object in the suspect's right hand. He 
believed the object was a firearm, but he did not feel he could use deadly force at that time 
because the female and suspect were too close to one another. The driver side door 
suddenly opened and the suspect began pushing the female out of the car. The female’s 
body was half way hanging out of the vehicle. During this time the vehicle began lurching 
forward and it appeared to Deputy Rodriguez the female was going to be either shot or 
dragged, so Deputy Rodriguez fired one round from his weapon. The round went through 
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the rear window of the vehicle, shattering it and lodged some where inside the vehicle. 
The suspect gained control of the vehicle and drove away. The female was dragged for 
several feet before becoming disentangled from the vehicle. 


The patrol vehicle, along with other detective units, went in pursuit of the suspect while 
Lieutenant Wegener assisted the female at the scene. Deputies immediately advised SCC 
via the emergency access channel that they were in pursuit. The suspect vehicle entered 
the eastbound 10 freeway at Citrus Avenue and exited the next off ramp (Sierra Avenue). 
The vehicle traveled northbound. Deputies lost sight of the suspect at Sierra Avenue and 
Valley Boulevard because of heavy traffic and the suspect's high rate of speed. 


The suspect turned westbound on San Bernardino Avenue and attempted to turn 
northbound on Madrona Drive when he collided with a fire hydrant and a chain linked fence 
on the north/west corner of San Bernardino Avenue and Madrona Drive. 


The suspect exited the vehicle and ran northbound on Madrona Drive to eastbound 


Manzanita Avenue and was being chased by area residents. It appeared that the suspect 
was attempting to return to oo aoa which was one block away. 


Believing the suspect had turned northbound on Date Street instead of Madrona Drive, 
which is one block to the west, Detective drove northbound on Date Street and 
intercepted the suspect who was now running directly towards him. The suspect ran into 
the front yard of (i and was contacted by two Fontana police 
officers who had arrived at the same time. The suspect was taken into custody by the 
Fontana officers. 


The suspect sustained a small laceration to his forehead area and a fractured left pinky 
finger as a result of the traffic collision. He was treated and transported back to Los 
Angeles County for booking. 


No weapons were found in the vehicle or in the suspect’s possession. One live bullet was 


recovered from the vehicle by LASD Homicide detectives and held as evidence as it could 
be evidence in their murder investigation. 
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IAB Note: IAB Lieutenant checked to see that the 
Team Lieutenant, Lieutenant Wegener, took reasonable 
steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel 
did not discuss the incident among themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the 
assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness 
personnel did not collectively consult with their attorne’ 
or representative. In addition, 1AB Lieutenant = 
checked to see if Lieutenant Wegener ensured involved 
and witness personnel gathered in the company of a 
supervisor until they provided a statementto the assigned 
investigators. 


IAB Note: The summary of this incident is based on 
physical evidence collected at the scene by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Crime Lab personnel, IAB 
investigators observations, as well as information 
obtained from the original crime report and supplemental 
reports along with interviews of the involved employees 
and witnesses.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


IAB investigators observed the following locations; the shooting scene south of the 
intersection of Citrus Avenue and Valley Boulevard, the northwest corner of San 
Bernardino Road and Madrona Street where the suspect collided the victim’s vehicle into 
a fire hydrant, anc Ii hee the suspect was taken into custody by 
Fontana Police Officers. 


A review of SCC access dispatch radio recordings revealed the following:

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


RODRIGUEZ, Angel, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Rodriguez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly on March 1, 2011 at 
approximately 1532 hours. The interview took place a- was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy Rodriguez said he was working Major Crimes Bureau Surveillance Team-1 as an 
uniformed unit with his partner, Detective M He said they were both in a 
marked black and white patro! unit and they were in uniform {tactical green pants, long 
sleeved black shirt with patches, and tactical green vest with “Sheriff” patches). He said 
he was the driver and Detective ES was the passenger. He said unmarked 
undercover units were watching a location in Fontana regarding a murder suspect and they 
were away from the location in case they were going to conduct a traffic stop on the 
suspect.

Rodriguez. 


Deputy Rodriguez said their team received information from Homicide Detectives Shannon 
Laren and Bill Cotter on a homicide suspect, Tommy Salas. i ntly, he and 
his team received information the suspect was possible at in the city of 


Deputy Rodriguez said his team had information the suspect vehicle involved in the murder 
was a white, four door Sedan possibly a Honda. He said he and his team conducted a 
surveillance at 


Deputy Rodriguez said his team was briefed the suspect used a 9MM handgun in the 
murder and the suspect could still be armed. He said team members observed the 
suspect enter the white four door vehicle and drive off from the Date Street location. 


Deputy Rodriguez said team members followed the vehicle and confirmed the suspect was 
in the car. He said after it was confirmed the suspect was in the vehicle, he and Deputy 
HE Were tasked to conduct a traffic stop on the vehicle. He said they stopped the 
vehicle southbound on Citrus Avenue, south of Valley Boulevard. He said, “We pulled in 
behind the vehicle in a felony traffic position offset to the left and then one of the other 
surveillance vehicles pulled up next to us in the traditional felony T-stop traffic stop 
positions.” 


Deputy Rodriguez said Deputy [EEE stopped his vehicle next to his vehicle in 
a felony stop fashion. He said his vehicle was “in tight’ on the suspect’s vehicle, 
approximately one foot behind and Deputy Eas to his left, approximately two feet 
behind the suspect’s car. He said he could see the female (victim and the suspect's 
BAA EE was the driver and the suspect was the front passenger. He 
said he (Deputy Rodriquez) was standing in the “V” area between his door and the patrol 
car and a wa standing in the “V” area at the front passenger door. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he knew there were other units responding to the traffic stop and 
other units behind him, but he did not know who they were. He said the victim’s rear 
window was not tinted and he had a clear view into the interior of the car. 


Ea Rodriguez said the vehicle yielded and the female driver complied with Deputy 


commands to put their hands up, but the suspect did not. He said the suspect 
was sitting slightly back in his seat and he did not have a clear view of him 
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Deputy Rodriguez said the suspect was not complying with their commands and he saw 
an object, he believed to be a handgun, in the suspect’s right hand. He said, “So we 
continued but after my partner gave the commands, | also began yelling commands for him 
to put his hands up which he did not comply with. At that point | observed him look back 
in our direction and then he then began pushing the female driver out of the car. | noticed 
that the driver's door at that point came open slightly and then he in turn moved his right 
hand up near her head and at that point, | couldn't clearly see, but | believed that he had 
the weapon in his hand and he was pushing her by the head.” He said the suspect was 
also pushing the female with his body. 


Deputy Rodriguez, said “Well it looked like to me it was a handgun based on the fact of the 
way that he was holding his hand and closed grip fashion as you would hold the handgun. 
However, | couldn't clearly see the handgun itself but based on his actions | believed it to 
be a handgun.” 


Deputy Rodriguez said when he first saw the object in the suspect’s hand, he thought 
about shooting the suspect at that time. He said he did not have a clear open shot at the 
suspect because he was to close to the female. 


Deputy Rodriguez described the suspect pushing the victim out of the car with his body 
and holding, what he thought was a gun, to her head. He said, “He put, as | said with his 
rignt hand he pushes her head and then with his body he’s also pushed her; it appeared 
he was attempting to push her out of the vehicle.” He said he could not clearly see the 
suspect’s hands. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he heard the engine rev, but the car was not moving. He said the 
female was hanging halfway out of the vehicle and he saw the suspect put the car in gear. 
He said the vehicle started to move forward and he thought the female’s life was in danger. 


Deputy Rodriguez said the female was being dragged on the street as the car moved 
forward . He said, “At that point I believe that her life was in immediate danger so with my 
weapon already out at a felony traffic stop | fired one round to stop the suspect from 
continuing his movement and potentially killing her.” 


Deputy Rodriguez described the revving as “full throttle” and that alarmed him. He said if 
the suspect put the vehicle in drive at that point the victim would be severely harmed. 


Deputy Rodriguez said the suspect drove off at a high rate of speed and he heard the 


female scream something like, “help, help.” He said after he fired at the suspect, the 
female fell out of the vehicle. 
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Deputy Rodriguez said he fired his weapon from the door jamb “V” area at his patrol car. 
He said he held his weapon with both of his hands with his arms extended out over the 
door. He said his body/arms were in a “isosceles triangle formation” and he “point shot’, 
picking up the front sight only. He said the suspect was approximately 25 feet in front of 
him. Deputy Rodriguez said approximately 30 seconds past from the time the vehicle 
stopped until he fired his one round at the suspect. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he fired one round and he saw it hit the middle of the rear window. 
He said the female was not in his line of fire. He said his back drop was clear of any 
vehicles. 


Deputy Rodriguez said the back drop was a clear street that ascended to an overpass 
above the 10 freeway. 


Deputy Rodriguez said after he fired his round the suspect continued to drive off with the 
victim halfway out of the vehicle. He said, “After | shot my round and he drove away 
dragging her she finally fell from the car and | could see her tumble, fall, hit her head and 
tumble two or three times. Then the suspect proceeded southbound on Citrus over the 
overpass and then in the eastbound turn lane to the eastbound 10 freeway. And then he 
got on the 10 freeway. We followed at that point and initiated pursuit (code-3) and began 
broadcasting a pursuit of a possible 187 suspect.” 


Deputy Rodriguez said they were on SCC access radio frequency and Detective MM 
broadcasted the pursuit. He said they followed the suspect south on Citrus Avenue to the 
eastbound 10 freeway. He said he could see the suspect took the next exit, Sierra 
Avenue, and headed northbound. He said they exited on Sierra Avenue and headed north. 
He said he could see heavy traffic at Valley Boulevard and they got stuck in traffic as they 
approached the intersection. He said they lost visual contact with the suspect as the 
suspect traveled north from Valley Boulevard. 


Deputy Rodriguez said Deputy [vas somewhat able to follow the suspect through 
the intersection. He said, “As we proceeded northbound we had lost sight so we were 
attempting to reacquire the suspect, find the suspect. We could hear on the radio that my 
partne as still following the suspect and he was able to determine which 
way he went which turned out fo be, he made a left hand turn on San Bernardino heading 
westbound. However, we didn’t observe that.”

ma Rodriguez said he heard on the radio the suspect retumed to the area of | 


nd they drove back to that location. He said he saw the suspect was in 
custody and that the suspect had crashed into a fire hydrant. 
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Deputy Rodriguez said a search of the shooting scene was conducted for his expended 
shell casing, but it was not found. He said he thought the shell may have fell inside his 
patrol car and as he exited his car, he discovered the casing had lodged in his tactical vest. 


Deputy Rodriguez said a quick search of the victim’s vehicle at the scene was conducted 
in an attempt to find the expended round, but it was not located. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he only thought Fontana Police officers were involved in the pursuit, 
but he did know that Fontana Police were notified they were in the area regarding a murder 
suspect.

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Deputy [EEE was interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly on March 1, 2011 at 
approximately 1638 hours. The interview took place was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy IB said he was working Major Crimes Bureau Surveillance Team-1 as an 
uniformed unit with his partner, Deputy Ange! Rodriguez. He said they were both in a 
marked black and white patrol unit and they were in uniform. He said he was the 
passenger and Deputy Rodriguez was the driver. He said unmarked undercover units 
were watching a location in Fontana regarding a murder suspect and they were away from 
the location in case they were going to conduct a traffic stop on the suspect. 


Deputy said his team was conducting a surveillance ai 

for a murder suspect, Tommy Salas. He said his team was briefed that the suspect may 
have committed a murder in Norwalk and he could still be armed with a SMM handgun 
He said the suspect was a parolee at large. 


Deputy ST a team member observed the suspect enter the passenger side of 
a white Dodge vehicle and the vehicle left the target location. He said after team members 
confirmed the suspect was the passenger in the vehicle, he and Deputy Rodriguez 
followed the suspect eastbound on San Bernardino Road and then southbound on Citrus. 
Avenue. He said they were behind the surveillance cars. 
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Deputy AUA they were advised to conduct a felony traffic stop on the suspect, 
which they did on southbound Citrus Avenue south of Valley Boulevard. He said the 
vehicie stopped in the number two lane near the curb line and they stopped 7-10 feet 
behind the vehicle. He said there was an undercover vehicle to his right, but he does not 
know who that was. He said he and Deputy Rodriguez exited their vehicle and he yelled 
out commands to the suspect and female driver to raise their hands. He said the female 
complied with the commands, but the suspect did not. 


Deputy SJ said the traffic behind them was blocked because of assisting team 
members stopping behind them. He said he had his handgun out and was pointing it at 
the vehicle. 


Deputy EE said the suspect did not raise his hands and he appeared to be slumped 
down, looking back at them. He said the suspect seemed to be gauging their position and 
tactics. He said the suspect did not comply with his continued commands to raise his 
hands. 


Deputy [EI said he saw the suspect reach over and place his left hand on the 
female’s head as he was pushing the female towards the driver's side door. He said the 
driver's side door opened and the suspect was pushing the female out of the vehicle. He 
said he did not see the suspect's right hand and he did not see any objects in the suspects 
left hand. He said he was yelling at the suspect to stop. but he did not comply. 


Deputy HE said the suspect was pushing the female out, and at the same time, 
moving into the drivers seat. He said it appeared the female was half way out of the car. 
He said from his position, looking across the hood of his car at an angle toward the female 
and suspect (from right to left), the female appeared to be pinned in the door jamb area, 
half way out of the car as the suspect was still pushing her. 


Deputy s he heard the suspect's vehicle engine revving and thought they would 
go in pursuit of the suspect. He said he saw the vehicle move forward with the female still 
half way out of the vehicle. He said it appeared to him the female was being dragged. He 
said the vehicle accelerated and started to pull away when he heard one gun shot. He said 
he did not see who fired the round. However, the gun shot came from his left and when 
he looked over, he said he knew Deputy Rodriguez had fired his weapon. 


Deputy I said it was a matter of seconds from the time the vehicle yielded until he 


heard the gun shot. He said the back drop was clear and he did not see any vehicles or 
pedestrians in the back ground. 
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Deputy IEE said the suspect continued to accelerate and the female fell to the ground 
and rolled. He said the suspect drove southbound on Citrus Avenue and he and Deputy 
Rodriguez pursued him. He said Detective MU in front of them as they pursued 
the suspect. He said they pursued the vehicle to the eastbound 10 freeway to the next 
exit, Sierra Avenue. He said they pursued the suspect north on Sierra Avenue to Valley 
Boulevard where there was heavy traffic. He said the suspect drove onto the right curb to 
clear the intersection and traffic. He said they lost sight of the vehicle because they got 
stuck in the heavy traffic. He said Detective Mare the traffic and continued to 
travel north on Sierra Avenue. 


Deputy said they heard over the radio that the suspect was involved in a traffic 
collision at San Bernardino Road and Madrona Drive. He said he then heard over the 
radio the suspect was in custody. 


Deputy E 2i the first time he saw Fontana police officers is when they returned to 
the original location on Date Street.

Deputy ME = interviewed by IAB Sergeant Sonja Bracken on March 1, 2011 at 
approximately 1628 hours. The interview took place aaa was 


recorded for review. The following is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy [J said he was working Major Crimes Bureau Surveillance Team-1 as an 
undercover surveillance unit. He said Homicide Bureau request their assistance in locating 
and arresting a murder suspect. He said he saw, who he thought to be the suspect, leave 
the target location in a white Dodge Avenger. He said other undercover units followed the 
suspect and confirmed he was in the vehicle. 


Deputy B: 2i a felony traffic stop was conducted on the vehicle on Citrus Avenue 
south of Valley Boulevard. He said he was he was driving a unmarked 2009 Chevy Blazer 
and he responded to that location to assist. He said, “The vehicle pulled over to the west 
curb facing south just south of Valley Boulevard. | then positioned myself to the left of the 
radio car (in the number one lane) which is to the driver's side of the black and white in 
order to conduct a felony pull over. At this point a patro! deputy exited the vehicle from the 
black and white to give commands.” He said he saw the passenger (suspect) start pushing 
the driver out of her seat as he was moving into the driver's seat. 


Deputy MER =i Deputy HEB was the passenger deputy and giving commands. 
He said Deputy Rodriguez was the driver deputy. 
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Deputy M= <. “| could see that the driver's door opened at which time | see the 
female pushing against the suspect as she was getting pushed out of the car. The 
individual who was the front passenger was the only other occupant of the vehicle, was 
able to force his weight, push her almost exiting the vehicle as she was halfway out of the 
car. As she was halfway out of the vehicle and the seatbelt seemed to be still somehow 
attached to her bady, he then put the car in drive and accelerated southbound on Citrus 
from Valley at a high rate of speed.” 


Deputy HE s2ic the female was dragged approximately 20-30 feet as the suspect 
drove off. He said as the vehicle was driving away he heard one gunshot and he saw the 
vehicle’s rear window shatter. Deputy mia he did not know who fired the round, 
but later found out it was Deputy Rodriguez. 


Deputy said he started pursuing the suspect and the patrol unit was behind him. 
He said, “The vehicle continued southbound on Citrus to the overpass of the 10 freeway. 
I then at that point being the first car to the left, gave chase in my vehicle. At that point the 
deputies in the patrol had already put out what had occurred as far as the shooting and 
they were in pursuit of a 207 possible 187 suspect. The suspect vehicle then drove 
eastbound on the 10 freeway towards Sierra Avenue at a high rate of speed, maybe 80-90 
mph. | was behind that vehicle approximately 75-100 yards behind that vehicle. As | was 
following the vehicle | see the vehicle exit Sierra Avenue go through the red light and then 
continue northbound on Sierra from the 10 freeway. As | came off the freeway and made 
a left which is northbound on Sierra Avenue | saw that the vehicle is approximately 75 
yards ahead of me stuck in traffic along the east curb line approximately south of Valley. 
Two seconds later the lights turn green and he was able to proceed through the 
intersection at a high rate of speed.” 


Deputy [ME said by the time he reached the intersection he had lost sight of the 
suspect, but continued northbound of Sierra Avenue from Valley Boulevard. He said he 
saw citizens pointing north and he thought the Suspect may be returning to the Date Street 
location. He said, "| proceeded north on Sierra and when | approached San Bernardino 
Avenue realizing that Date was off of San Bernardino Avenue | turned west believing that 
the suspect was probably turning back to NE As | went westbound on San 
Bernardino Avenue | could see the white Avenger approximately 700-800 yards ahead of 
me but | could see a vehicle driving at a high rate of speed along the north curb line and 
| could see dust flying up so | knew that was the vehicle. As | came west on San 
Bernardino still a good 800 yards behind | saw the vehicle make a right turn.” 


Deputy said he thought the suspect turned right on Date Street. He said he 
(Deputy turned right (north) on Date Street, but he did not see the suspect. He 
said he traveled to the end of Date Street where it meets Manzanita Avenue, where he 
turned lef (west). 
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Deputy Au “| then proceeded west on Manzanita approximately 30 yards at 
which point | saw the suspect who was the driver of the vehicle and the same person | saw 
push the female out of the car running eastbound on Manzanita from the street, first street 
west of me. At that point | exited my vehicle (at [I , icentifiec 
myself as a Deputy Sheriff and at gun point ordered him to stop. Which he ignored my 
commands and ran by me. At this point several Fontana motors and police units came 
northbound on Date Avenue towards Manzanita.” 


Deputy HE <<a he and Fontana Officers took the suspect into custody. He said, 
“They (Fontana Officers) then positioned themselves in front of the suspect. The suspect 
then attempted to run northbound through the yard of EN He jumped over 
a approximate 4 foot wrought iron gate. Once he jumped over, he attempted to jump a 
fence on the west side of that location. 


Deputy [said Fontana Police Officers contacted the suspect as he attempted to 
jump over the second fence. He said, “One (of the police officers) was able to push the 
suspect causing the suspect to hit the fence and then | believe strike his head against a 
brick wall. He then went down to the ground. At that pont the suspect laid face down on 
the ground and at that point the Fontana Officers along with my assistant took the suspect 
into custody. We took the suspect into custody without further incident.”

PONCE, Kim, Deputy 


Deputy Ponce was interviewed by IAB Sergeants David Bly and Sonya Bracken on March 
1, 2011 at approximately 1702 hours. The interview took place at 9916 Date Street, 
Fontana and was recorded for review. The following is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy Ponce said she is assigned to Major Crimes Bureau Surveillance Team-1 as an 
undercover surveillance unit. She said Homicide Bureau requested their assistance in 
locating and arresting a murder suspect who was a parolee at large and possibly armed 
with a SMM handgun. 


Deputy Ponce said the suspect was identified as being a passenger in a white Dodge 
vehicle. She said,"We were able to at that time ascertain that it was our target inside the 
vehicle. The vehicle then stopped at a stale red at the corner of San Bernardino and Citrus 
for a south bound turn. The vehicle preceded southbound. | followed it.” 
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Deputy Ponce said she followed the suspect southbound on Citrus Avenue. She said, “At 
that time the vehicle stopped at a stale red at Valley and Citrus and at that time we were 
calling in the radio car to come and do the traffic stop. | had backed off so that the vehicle 
that had our target inside, the black and white could get behind it. As soon as the light 
turned green at Valley and San Bernardino the black and white then preceded to get in 
behind the Dodge Avenger. It went ahead and initiated a traffic stop by putting on its lights 
and siren.” 


Deputy Ponce said, “Once the car yielded, | was just to the left of the radio car. zy 

was the passenger of the radio car. He got out and he was yelling commands. 
Let me see your hands, let me see your hands. At that time Angel Rodriguez, he was the 
driver of the black and white. He had also got out. He was behind the driver's side door. 
He too was also giving verbal commands.” 


Deputy Ponce said, “At that time what | saw was that the driver of the Dodge Avenger 
which was [EEE she had put her hands up. The passenger in the vehicle, he 
began to push her to put his, | believe it was his right hand, he put it on her head and he 
began to push her.” She said she was positioned behind Deputy Rodriguez and his radio 
car and she saw the suspect pushing on the femaie. 


Deputy Ponce said the driver's side door was opened and the suspect was pushing the 
female out of the vehicle. She said at that time it looked as though the female's right leg 
was somehow pinned in the car and she thought maybe the seatbelt was caught around 
her. Deputy Ponce said the female was hanging out of the car, with her head hanging 
down toward the street. 


Deputy Ponce said she thought the female was tangled up on something. She said, “She 
was hooked a little bit inside of it but more or less her right foot was, when she was falling 
out or being pushed out! should say, you could really see that right leg being straight and 
it was being caught on something.” 


Deputy Ponce said she saw Deputy Rodriguez fire his weapon. She said, “Tommy Salas, 
continued to push her out and at that time you hear the car revving and you could tell that 
obviously the car is in park because the car wasn't going anywhere and at that time the car 
was put into drive. Again, her head was somewhat down almost to the asphalt and at that 
time the passenger, Tommy Salas, he began to, he put the car in drive and he began to 
slowly drive and at that time Angel Rodriguez fired one round at the rear window of the 
Dodge Avenger.” 


Deputy Ponce said, “And at that time you know | see him (Deputy Rodriguez), | hear it (the 

unshot) and finally the car hit the, the passenger takes off in the vehicle and the victim or 
AA she kind of gets drugged a little bit, or | don’t know, it's a very short distance but 
she gets drugged and finally she breaks free and you kind of see her tumbling down the 
road and at that time Angel (Rodriguez) as got back into the car and they 
went into pursuit of the vehicle. Lt. Wegener, he stayed behind with [and | also 
went behind the radio car as weli. 
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Deputy Ponce said she saw the suspect enter the eastbound 10 freeway and saw the 
suspect exit on Sierra Avenue. She said that was basically the last time she saw the 
suspect until he was taken into custody. She said she exited Sierra Avenue and turned 
right (south) to look for the suspect. She said she made a U-turn and traveled north on 
Sierra Avenue at which time she saw the patrol car and she thought they also had lost 
contact with the suspect. 


Deputy Ponce said she heard the suspect was under arrest on Date Street over the radio. 
She said she returned to the target location. 


Deputy Ponce said from her position (behind Deputy Rodriguez) atihe shooting scene, she 
saw the shooting backdrop was clear of any vehicles and pedestrians. She said it was a 
matter of 5-10 seconds from the time the vehicle yielded to when Deputy Rodriguez shot. 


Deputy Ponce said at one point she was going to take a “head shot’ at the suspect 
because the female was in danger. She said, “| was gonna try to take a head shot but 
because of my shot, because of where | was, | looked at Angel and | could see him firing 
and that’s the only reason ! didn’t fire.” She said she was thinking about the safety of the 
female and the fact she was being dragged down the street.

Deputy Ponce was additionally interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly on June 27, 2011, 
at approximately 1109 hours. The interview took place at Major Crimes Bureau and was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of that interview: 


IAB Note: Deputy Ponce was re-interviewed to clarify if 
she was involved in a vehicle pursuit after the shooting 
occurred. 


Deputy Ponce said the undercover vehicle she had that day was a loaner car. She said 
that vehicle did not have lights or a siren. She said after the shooting occurred the suspect 
drove southbound with the black and white patrol unit in pursuit. She said she did not go 
in pursuit of the suspect. 


Deputy Ponce said there was a time delay from the time she entered her vehicle and to 
when the suspect drove away. She said by the time she started to move her vehicle, the 
suspect and the patrol car had already turned left onto the eastbound 10 freeway. She 
said that was the last time she saw actually the suspect's vehicle until she returned to Date 
Street. 
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Deputy Ponce said she drove southbound to the eastbound 10 freeway on ramp. She said 
when she traveled on the on ramp she could see a dust cloud coming off the right shoulder 
of the freeway. She said the dust cloud was approximately one quarter of a mile ahead 
of her and she assumed that was the suspect. She said the vehicle that caused the dust 
cloud exited the very next off ramp (Sierra Avenue). She said she continued to drive 
eastbound and then exited on Sierra Avenue. 


Deputy Ponce said she was listening to the radio and checking the area for the suspect. 
She said she first drove south on Sierra Avenue and then tumed around and drove 
northbound. She said she never saw the suspect's vehicle. 


Deputy Ponce said she obeyed all traffic laws and she traveled east on the 10 freeway 
because that was the suspect's last known direction. She said she was checking the area 
in hopes the suspect might appear so she could transmit the suspect's location to her 
partners. She said if she did see the suspect's vehicle she would not have gone in pursuit, 
but only would have alerted her partners of the suspect's location. 


WEGENER, Kent, Lieutenant 


Lieutenant Wegener was interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly and Lieutenant B 
me. March 1, 2011 at approximately 1725 hours. The interview took place at 

land was recorded for review. The following is a summary of that 
interview: 


Lieutenant Wegener said he was assigned as the supervisor for Major Crimes Bureau 
Surveillance Team-1. He said Homicide Bureau request their assistance in locating and 
arresting a murder suspect who was possibly armed with a handgun. He said the normal 
lieutenant for the team was not available for this operation and he was assigned to work 
withthe team. He said they were conducting a surveillance an city 
of for the suspect. 


Lieutenant Wegener said the suspect was identified as being the passenger in a white 
Dodge vehicle that was leaving the target location. He said a female was driving the 
vehicle. He said undercover units followed the vehicle and the marked patro! unit, with 
Deputies Rodriguez and {J were request to concuct a traffic stop on the suspect. 
He said he did not know which deputy was driving the patrol car. 


Lieutenant Wegener said a felony traffic stop was conducted on southbound Citrus 
Avenue, south of Valley Boulevard. He said the marked patrol unit stopped the suspect 
and the other undercover units assisted in the stop. He said he had his weapon drawn. 


Lieutenant Wegener said he stopped his vehicle to the right and offset to the rear of the 


patrol car. He said he stopped on the driveway/sidewalk of a gas station located on the 
westside of Citrus Avenue. 
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Lieutenant Wegener said he heard Deputies [and Rodriguez telling the female and 
suspect to raise their hands. He said he saw the suspect attack the female driver. He said 
the suspect wrapped his left arm around the female’s neck and he saw the driver side door 
open. He said he could tell the female and suspect were struggling with each other as the 
suspect was pushing the female out of the car as the suspect took over the driver seat. 


Lieutenant Wegener said he heard the female screaming and he saw the vehicle lurching 
forward. He said he heard the sound of one gunshot that came from his left where the 
patrol car was and he saw the rear window of the vehicle shatter. He said at the same 
time, the vehicle was still moving forward gaining speed and he then saw the female 
tumbling on the street. He said as the suspect drove away he saw the female rolling in the 
street. 


Lieutenant Wegener said he did not see the suspect holding any objects in his hands. He 
described the suspect as placing the female in a headlock with his left arm and leaning 
forward as they struggled. He said he could not see if the female was being prevented 
from exiting the vehicle, but he said it appeared the female was fighting back at the 
suspect. 


Lieutenant Wegener said there was no southbound traffic during the incident and there 
were no vehicles or pedestrians in the back drop of the vehicle. 


Lieutenant Wegener said the suspect fled southbound and the patrol car followed him. He 
said the other units then followed the patro! car. He said he remained with the female and 
checked her for injuries. He said the female stated she could not believe what the suspect 
had just done and she could have been killed. 


Lieutenant Wegener said they all switched to the SCC access radio frequency and he 
heard units were in pursuit. He said he did not hear updates on the suspect's location that 
indicated to him units lost contact with the suspect. He said he then heard Deputy 
broadcast the suspect was being detained back at the target location.

Lieutenant Wegener said during the traffic stop he thought about using deadly force. He 
said it was clear the female’s life was in danger. However, he said he did not engage the 
suspect because he did not have a clear shot. He said, at his position and angle, the 
female and suspect were to close to each other to safely fire at the suspect. He said he 
also considered his ability to make the shot as a factor in not shooting the suspect. 


FORCIER, Kevin, Deputy 
Deputy Forcier is a member of Surveillance Team-1 and he wrote a supplemental report 


concerning this incident. The following is a summary of what Deputy Forcier saw and did 
concerning this incident. 
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Deputy Forcier stated his team was going to conduct a felony traffic stop on a murder 
suspect who was a passenger in a white Dodge vehicle. He stated he and other 
undercover units were following the suspect and Deputies Rodriguez and Kin a 
marked patrol unit) were going to stop and arrest the suspect. He stated the suspect 
vehicle yielded on southbound Citrus Avenue and he stopped his vehicle approximately 
100 feet behind the traffic stop. He said he stopped at the apron of “G and G’ gas station 
(the gas station is located on the southwest corner of Citrus Avenue and Valley Boulevard). 


Deputy Forcier stated as he was exiting his vehicle he heard Deputy MEE yelling “get 
your hands up.” He also heard Detective yell “207, 215" indicating the crimes of 
kidnaping and car jacking. He stated he simultaneously heard one gun shot. He then saw 
the suspect vehicle drive away. He did not see who fired the gunshot. 


Deputy Forcier stated that he, the patrol unit, and the other undercover units followed the 
suspect southbound onto the eastbound 10 freeway. He stated as he entered the 
eastbound 10 freeway he could not see the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Forcier stated he heard over the radio the suspect was northbound on Sierra 
Avenue. He stated he traveled north on Sierra Avenue, but did not see the suspect and 
then heard the suspect was in custody. 


Deputy Forcier stated he returned to the shooting scene where he contacted Lieutenant 
Wegener and Ms. NN He stated Lieutenant Wagener left the location and he 
remained with Ms. He offered Ms. BE mecca treatment, which she 
declined. Ms. Trg Bibel to the Date Street location by a Fontana police 
detective. 


Deputy Forcier interviewed two witnesses at the shooting scene. See witness statements 
for further information.

Deputy Forcier was interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly on July 18, 2011, at 
approximately 0918 hours. The interview took place at Major Crimes Bureau and was 
recorded for review.

1AB Note: Deputy Forcier was interviewed to clarify if he 
was involved in a vehicle pursuit after the shooting 
occurred. 


Deputy Forcier said was driving an undercover vehicle that was equipped with lights and 


asiren. He said he drove up to the traffic stop and parked his truck behind most of the 
other undercover vehicles. 
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Deputy Fercier said after the shooting occurred the suspect drove southbound with the 
black and white patrol unit following him. He said he did not go in pursuit of the suspect. 
He said he entered his vehicle and he saw the suspect and the patrol unit turning left onto 
the eastbound 10 freeway. He said he drove southbound on Citrus Avenue and then onto 
the eastbound 10 freeway.

He said he continued eastbound on the freeway when he heard the 
suspect exited on Sierra Avenue. He said he exited the freeway on Sierra Avenue and 
he did not see anyone (his partners or the suspect). He said he then heard over the radio 
that the suspect was In custody. 


Deputy Forcier said he obeyed all traffic laws and he never activated his red light or siren.

Deputy Nuques is a member of Surveillance Team-1 and wrote a supplementa! report 
concerning this incident. The following is a summary of what Deputy Nuques saw and did 
concerning this incident.

Deputy Nuques stated that he, the patrol unit, and the other undercover units followed the 
suspect southbound onto the eastbound 10 freeway. He stated he exited the freeway on 
Sierra Avenue where he did not see the suspect. He stated he continued to travel north 
on Sierra Avenue when he heard Detective Ma the suspect was in custody over 
the radio. 


Deputy Nuques was interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly on June 27, 2011, at 


approximately 1125 hours. The interview took place at Major Crimes Bureau and was 
recorded for review. The fglowing is a summary of that interview: 
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IAB Note: Deputy Nuques was interviewed to clarify if he 
was involved in a vehicle pursuit after the shooting 
occurred. 


Deputy Nuques said was driving an undercover vehicle that was equipped with lights and 
asiren. He said he was the last person te pull up at the traffic stop and was parked behind 
all the other undercover vehicles.

He said he exited the freeway 
on Sierra Avenue. He said he turned northbound on Sierra Avenue and he did not see 
“anyone” (his partners or the suspect). He said he then heard over the radio that the 
suspect was in custody. 


Deputy Nuques said he obeyed all traffic laws and he did not cut in and out of traffic.

It was so fast. | just didn't 
want to get dragged with the car. I said no, no, please. | don’t remember what] said but 
| just remember | wanted to make sure | didn’t get dragged.” 


Ms. IEEE said she was still tangled up with the seatbelt in the car and was hanging half 
way out when she heard the gunshot. She said, “Yeah | would say that’s when | heard the 
shot.”

He said he saw and heard an Officer fire at the vehicle once and 
he then saw the white vehicle drive away southbound. He said he saw the female on the 
ground and the deputies follow the suspect.
